2. Schemes for the collective test of signallers should be prepared 
under the direction of the brigade or local commander in consultation 
with the officer detailed to carry out the test, and not by the unit 
commander. 

3. Where possible, the test should be baaed on a tactical scheme 
on which troops are to be employed but troops are not to be specially 
employed on a scheme set for the purpose of testing signallers, 
(Siunal Training, Part I, Section 110, paragraph 4). 

4. It is laid down that one officer can efficiently test the 
signallers of only one unit at a time. 

It is necessary, therefore, that a brigade headquarters, sa flank 
battalion headquarters, and a battery headquarters should be repre- 
sented in the scheme, so that the signallers of the unit under 
examination may be fully tested in their role on Bervic’e,

— A cnse has been brought to notice by the India 
Office in -wbioh a British Service Officer, who was selected for and 
required to join, at his own expanse, an appointment on the Homo 
Establishment by a certain date, arrived in tlie United Kingdom one 
month before the date on which his services were required. 

Normally, the pay of an officer selected for an appointment on 
the Home Establishment, is chargeable to Imperial Revenues from 
the date of his disembarkation in the United Kingdom. In tlio 
particular case brought to notice, however, the Secretary of Stale for 
India has decided that owing to the fact that the officer arrived in 
the United Kingdom so far in advance of the date on which he was 
required to assume duty his pay from the date of his disembarkation 
cannot reasonably bo made a charge on Imperial Revenues and that 
Indian Revenues will bear the cost of his pay from the date of 
disembarkation to the date on which he assumes the duties of his 
appointment. In order to avoid a recurrence of a similar nature, it

(a) Neglect of the Proseentor to cross-examine the defence. 

(J) Ignorance of “hearsay” as applied to doenments, 

A Mess Sergeant in an Officers' Mess was charged with stealing 
6 bottles of port value Rs. 30/-/- from the Officers’ Mess. 

The Prosecution properly proved that 6 bottles of port in 
accused's charge were missing. The accused in defence on oath 
stated he had not stolen these bottles, but had lent them to the 
Sergeants’ Mess, and received Rs. 30/-/- for them to buy others to 
replace them. , He then produced from his pocket a Cutler and 
Palmer cash receipt for 6 bottles of Port price Rs. 30/-/-. This receipt 
was undated. The accused was not cross-examined, and there was 
no further evidence in defence. The Court then brought in a verdict 
of Not Guilty. 
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What actually happened was that a friend of accused had bought 
this receipt from a clerk in Cutler Palmer’s for As. 4 the day before 
trial, and in reality no port had been bought from them. 

The Prosecutor should have - cross-examined the accused as to 
•when this receipt had been obtained and asked him if be was going 
to prove it. He did not realise that the paper was liearsay as to the 
truth of its contents unless the actual writer was called to prove 
its truth.

Copy of a Circular letter No 7/Gen/977l (F, 8. S.),. dated the 3rd 
January 1928, from the War Office to all General Officers Command- 
ing. 


I am- commanded by the Army Council to inform you that they 
observe with concern the large and growing demand for commutation 
of pensions, particularly on the part of newly discharged soldiers. In 
the majority of cases these new pensioners applj’- to commute part of 
their pensions for the sole purpose of- meeting the expenses contingent 
upon their return to civil life. 

2. While the Council have no objection in principle to the grant^ 
of commutation in every case where the requirements of the regulations 
are fultilled, they are unable at present to provide sufficient funds to 
meet abnormal demands. The whole amount paid out in the commuta- 
tion of soldiers’ pensions constitutes a direct discharge against the 
Army Votes in the year of payment. For this reason, the sum available 
is strictly limited (£ 150.000 a year being the normal provision in 
Estimates), and the number of applications is now such that refusal in 

a large number of oases is inevitable. The Council cannot, in the 
present financial stringency, increase the provision without curtailing 
some other important Army Service, 

3, It is quite evident from the information furnished by appli- 
fimnts, that the present difficult position is largely due to the growing 

tendency on the part of long service soldiers to depend entirely on 
commutation of pension for the disbursement which they to make on 
leaving the Army instead of saving money during their service, there- 
by leaving their pensions intact Refusal in these oases naturally 
results in considerable disappointment, especially as the men have . 
gained the impression, while still serving, thal commutation will 
present no difficulty.

2. Wherever quarters arc considered necessary for clerks

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3. It IE, liowever, to be clearly understood that no ono service 
or department is to have preferential treatment and that, if the 
eitnation is such as to merit the special construction of quarters, all 
clerks are to be taken into consideration and the claims of the clerks 
of any ono service or department are not to be considered 
independently.

The matter has received careful consideration bnt, as the 
Secretary of State for India has definitely ruled that the estimated 
cost of a transport passage cannot be granted in lien of such a 
passage, it will not be possible to frame a general rule to meet the 
ease of officers iu the circumstances referred to. 

The nnmber of officers who, whilst on long leave in England, 
find it necessaiT from unforeseen reasons to retire, will not be great 
and any such cases may be treated on their merits. It can be 
definitely stated, however, that funds are rarel.y sanctioned in such 
eirenmstances and it is only with difficulty that sanction can he 
obtained to a refund of the cost of a warrant from the station in 
India to the port of embarkation in this country and officers them- 
selves have to bear the cost of se.a passage. 

For tbis reason, since officers cannot be recouped to any^ extent, 
the submission of such cases for special consideration is un'desirable. 

The question of increasing tlie period of leave pending retirement 
admissible to British Service Officers is under consideration by the 
Adjutant General in- India and, if the proposal is approved, it is 
considered that the situation will be improved.

BASRA MEMORIAL. 

The Memorial fco the Missing at Basra consists of a courtyard 252 
feet 6 inches long, 42 feet deep, surrounded on three sides by a 
Colonade and enclosed on the fourtli side (or front of the Memorial) 
by an iron fence which is pierced by a gateway in the centre. 

Opposite the gateway, the back wall or Colonade of the Memorial 
takes the form of a aemi-octagonal apse about 50 feet in diameter. 
In the centre of this apse stands an obelisk approximately in the form 
of a Cleopatra’s Needle some 55 feet in height. The obelisk stands 
on a slightly raised podium approached by 6 steps. 

The names of the Missing are inscribed on slate supplied from 
England let into the walls of the Colonade; the slate Wming an 
interesting contrast with the white ashlar stonework of which the 
remainder of the Memorial consists. It will be remembered that the 
stone was obtained from the Raisina Quarries in the neighbourhood 
of Delhi, India, The name Panels run the whole length of the 
Colonade including the walls of the apse, 

The Memorial stands on the Banks of the River outside the Town. 
As far as can be foreseen at present the fixing of the name Panels 
should be completed about October, provided the particulars for the 
name Panels are supplied in sufficient time.

89 Judicial — The following errors and omissions made by 
Courts Martial convened under the Army Act, in this District during 
the current year are published for i iformation. These should be 
brought to the notice of all officers for their instruction and guidance. 

1. Two accused were charged separately in respect of the same 
offence. At the trial, the prosecutor suggested that the Court should 
hear the evidence in the case of the second accused before, .recording 
a finding on the charge against the first accused. This procedure is 
incorrect. If the Court had adhered to this . procedure they would 
have disregarded the terms of their oath, whereby they swore to 
'‘well and truly try the accused, according to the evidence.'’. ^ ‘‘The 
evidence” means the evidence produced against an accused in the 
course of his own trial. A Court may postpone consideration of 
sentence, vide R. P. 71 (DR but a finding must be recorded prior to 
the second trial being proceeded with. 

2. An accused should not be called as a Prosecution witness in 
the case of a second accused charged with the same offence (M, M.^ L. 
Chapter VI, para 84). He may, however, be called, as a defence, 
witness (M, M, L. Chapter VI, para 83). 

3. A Court adjourned to view a site in connection with which 
the charge was based. No record was made in the proceedings that 
the aocnsed was present. It is essential that this should be done, aSf 
in the absence of the accused, such a procedure is illegal (Note 7 to 

A. A. Seo, 53). 

4. In cases where a Court of Inquiry has been held on a matter 
in respect of which the charge against an accused is founded, the 
President of the Court must add a certificate in red ink, on page 1 of 
the proceedings vide R. P. page 76. 

5. An allusion was made by a witness to an incident which 
happened at a Court of Inquiry. This is not admissible as evidence 
vide R. P. 124 (1). Such evidence, if not suppressed, is prejiidicial 
to an accused, and is liable to entail a revision of finding. 
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6. It is essential that any statement made by an accused in his 
defence, or in mitigation of punishment should be recorded in the 
prooeedingSj vide R. P, page 84, 

7. At 41 recent trial a large number of documents were produced 

in evidence by witnesses. None of these were attached to the proceed- 
ings, nor did the Court state that a copy of a certain document pnt 
in by a competent witness had been compared with the original and 
found, correct , . 

Documents, and in certain oases, copies, are material evidence 
(A. A. 163)i and as such are required to he attached to the proceed- 
ings. The procedure for putting in documents is laid down in 
K. R’s. para 642, 

When copies of documents are accepted it shonld be stated in 
the proceedings that, they have been compared with the originals, and 
. found correct. (M. M. L. page 705 para 12). 

All documents attached to the proceedings should be signed by 
the President, marked with a reference letter and attached to the end 
of the proceedings in the order of their prodnction before the Court 

The fact that this has been done must be stated in the proceed- 
ings (M. M. L. page 706 paras 17 & 18),

Would you kindly give me an authoritative ruling on the 
following point ; — 

Do. the articles of personal clothing and necessaries issued to an 
^ilndian soldier or follower become his property as soon as they are 
issued to him, or do they remain the property of the State until the 
soldier or follower has completed 3 years’ service ?. 

The point is' of great importance in relation to the legalitj’’ of a 
sentence of stoppages to make good articles of personal clothing or 
necessaries, which have been lost or made away with. Please see 
King’s Regulations paragraph 623. 

2, A. I. I. 70 of 1922 clearly states that articles of personal 
clothing and necessaries become the property of the individual, and 
implies that this happens as soon as the articles are issued to him. 
Please see paras 1 and 2 of this Army Instruction (India). 

On the other hand A. 1. 1. B-70 of 1926, issued in supersession 
of all previous orders on the subject of the disposal of clothing and 
necessaries of Indian Troops, directs that all articles of clothing and 
necessaries of men diseharged before the expiry of 3 months’ service, 
and all articles of public and personal clothing (with certain exceptions) 
of men discharged before the expiry of 3 years’ service, shall be with- 
drawn and disposed of to the advantage of the State. See para 2 (i) 
and Note of that A. I, I. 

This implies that the articles in question do not become the 
property of the individual as soon as they are issued to him, as, other- 
wise, their withdrawal against the wishes of the owners would 
constitute theft of the part of tke State. 

3. As these two Army Instructions (India) contradict each 
other in respect of this important matter, I would suggest that one or 
the other be amended in accordance with the ruling now asked for. 
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Copy of a letter No. 3932/I/Q. 12 dated Simla the 11th June 1928 
to Headquarter.?, Northern Command and copy (with a copy of the 
letter N, 0. No. 22565/6‘i5/Q. 3 d/- 27-3-28) to all other Commands 
and Burma Districts.

The supply of personal clothing and necessaries to a soldier by 
Government' is of the nature of a conditional gift, the conditions 
attaching to the grant being those referred to in the regulations on • 
the subject, i. e. para 9, A. R. I. Vol. XI, A. 1. 1. No 70 of 1922. and 
A. 1. 1. No. B-70 of 1926. ' . 

2. The rules contained in A. I. I. No. 70 of 1922 have particular 
reference to serving soldiers while those promulgated in A. 1, 1. No. 
B-70 of 1926 apply to soldiers who become non-effective. The 
statement in para 1 of the Memorandum of Clothing Accounts 
(A. 1. I. 70 of 1922) that the articles of personal clothing etc., become 
“in effect” the property of the soldier implies that he has no absolute 
property in them; in other words, Government retains a lien on them, 
A. 1. 1. No. B-70 of 1926 directs how and when that lien will be 
enforced. 

3. A further condition of the gift is that the soldier is required 
to maintain the articles in a serviceable condition and in accordance 
with prescribed scales. It is his failure so to maintain them that 
renders him liable under Indian Army Act, Section 35 (d) (e) or (f), 
though stoppages should not be awarded by a Court in respect of 
articles of personal clothing and necessaries for the reason given in 
King’s Regulations para 623. 

4. There therefore appears to be no conflict between the orders 
issued in the two A. I’s, referred to above and no amendments or 
amplification thereto is considered necessary, this applies to all troops 
and followers clothed by the State.

Subject ', — Proposed modification of the rule under which the 
family pension granted to the widow of an Indian combatant or non- 
combatant ceases in the event of her remarriage. 

MEMORANDUM. 

Several representations have been received from touring officers, 
etc., that the above quoted rule operates harshly in the case of Garh- 
walis and others among whom it is the invariable custom for the 
widow to remarry the younger brother of the person whose death 
created the family pension claim in the first instance. 

The question has been carefully considered but there are insuper- 
able objections to catering for the practices and customs of particular 
castes and tribes. As a general rule the cessation of pension on 
remarriage is equitable and, if advantage is taken of the concession 
outlined in paragraph 2 and 4 of India Army Order No. 24 of 1927, 
may prove a positive advantage in that it is possible to ensure that the 
pension is enjoyed by the family of the person in respect of which it 
was granted. 

Vide paragraphs 628 and 629, Pay and Allowance Regulations, 
Part II, Indian combatants and non-combatants are at liberty to 
nominate as beir to pension, either widow, father, mother, son or 
daughter. A Garhwali, anticipating the re-marriage of . bis widow to 
a younger brother is at liberty to nominate another relative as the 
recepient of pension. For instance, family pension granted to the 
father or mother of the deceased would not be disturbed by the 
re-marriage of^ the widow, and assuming that the joint family system 
prevailed the widow would continue to receive an- indirect benefit 
from it. Moreover, her second husband becomes responsible for her 
welfare. 

In the circumstances it is not proposed to disturb the existinfr 
rules on the subject, but Officers Commanding should make a carefr.- 
study of the family pension rules generally, and endeavonr to p 0 rsu 2 ''‘' 
men serving under them to nominate, as heir to pension, a reise r 
who could reasonably be expected to draw it for a normal period, f 
who would spend 'it in the interests of the family, due re^^ard 
paid to the probability of the marriage or re-marriage of s 
relative. By judicious nomination the alleged anomaliV 
present regulations oan be avoided.

Consequent on the repeal o£ the proviso to Section 20 of the Sea- 
customs Act, 1878, with effect from 1-4-24, all Govt, stores (with 
certain definite exceptions) including band instruments of British 
units, became liable to customs duty. This decision applied equally 
to imported and re-imported instruments. 

On 17-9-24, however, the Government of India issued orders 
under which the concession of free re-importation allowed in the case 
of private property was extended to re-imported articles of Govern- 
ment property. It was in accordance with these orders that duty was 
levied on the cost of repairs' only. These orders were in force when 
I,. A, 0. No. 4:18 of 1926 was issned and, therefore, provision was 
only made for the refund of duty on the cost of repair. 

On 15-6-27 the orders of. 17th September 1924 were withdrawn, 
and re-iinported band , instruments of British units again become 
liable to custom duty on the full value of the repaired instruments. 
The action of the custom authorities in levying duty on the full value 
instead of on the cost of repairs only, is, therefore, in order. 

The band instruments of, British units are treated as Government 
property and consequently any orders applicable to Government stores 
must apply to such instruments. 

Action is being taken to amend I. A. 0. No. 326 of 1928. 

2. It may be remarked that as the orders regarding withdrawal 
of the free re-importation concession affected the orders regarding 
refunds published in I. A. 0. No. 418 of 1926, the question of allow- 
ing refunds of duty on the full value of the repaired instruments 
re-imported into India during the financial year 1927-28, instead' of 
on the cost of repairs only has been taken up. The Government of 
India have agreed to the proposition in principle, but the final 
decision depends on the availability or otherwise. of the extra , expendi- 
ture involved which is.npw being worked out from the claims received 
from riie units. •

33753/17/L. C., dated the ‘2oth July 1928, in which you suggest the 
introduction of a system under which commanding officers of units 
can dispose of the grazing etc., in unit lines without the intervention 
of the Military Estates Officers and can retain a proportion of the 
profits for regimental purposes. 

2. In reply, 1 am to say that the Government of India are unable 
to accept the suggestion in its entirety. 

The instructions regarding the management of land of this kind 
specifically provide that the Military Estates Officer shall conduct 
his operations in consultation with the Officer Commanding the nuifc 
and under the supervision of the Officer Commanding the Station. 
There should, therefore, be no difficulty in the disposal of the usufruct 
in unit lines by the Military Estates Officer in such a manner that 
proper control over persons and animals entering the lines remains in 
the hands of the Officer Commanding the unit.

The rule is that an individual must actually perform the duties 
of an appointment before he may draw the extra duty pay ;laid down 
for it. This principle must be observed in all oases. 

It is often, howeA'er, desirable, if not essential, that impending 
promotions should be kept secret til! the gazette notifications appear. 
In such cases there is no alternative but to allow the extra duty pay 
to lapse. 

On the other hand, where there is no necessity for secrecy, there 
would be no objection to the Commanding Officer’s issuing a regi- 
mental order worded as follows: —
